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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an International application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dimitrova, US 
6,363,380. 

Dimitrova discloses a multimedia computer system with story segmentation 
capability and operating program including finite automaton video parser. Dimitrova 
teaches a video segmentation device particularly including a time extraction circuitry 
108, a classification device 114, and classification storage device. 116. See Fig. 1. 
Regarding claim 1, Dimitrova teaches grouping times within an example communication 
together as equivalence classes (First, Dimitrova teaches processing each media class 
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separately, as shown in Fig. 2, by which each respective classes are grouped together. 
Second, Dimitrova's teachings in steps 30-36 in Fig. 6A may read on the grouping step. 
By performing the steps 30-36, and jumping back to step 10 to repeat the same 
process, the FA models are collected and thereby grouped. See Fig. 6A, and col. 10, 
lines 20-29); and using the equivalence classes as states of the finite automation (See 
steps 32 and 34 of Fig. 6A, the results up to the steps 30 and 43 are used for 
determining finite automaton). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9-16 are allowed. 

4. Claims 2-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, filed March 21, 2005, with respect to the rejection(s)of 
claim(s) 1-16 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Dimitrova.
